Kenneth E. Berlinn, the current vice- 
president of the Romulus Community 
Schools Board of Education, has an- 
nounced that he will be seeking areturn 
to office in the next election, slated for 
June 11. The senior Board member, 
with over 19 years of service, says that 
he has established several goals for the 
next four-year term. 

"Among my top priorities will be to 
help continue the Board's work to bring 
about higher MEAP [Michigan Educa- 
tional Assessment Program] scores," 
said Berlinn. “| also want to see the 
completion of the various 1999 bond- 
issue projects, including the new Ro- 
mulus Elementary School, the swim- 
ming pool at the High School, the sci- 
ence labs at the elementaries, and the 
district-wide technology upgrade,” he 
added. 

Berlinn says ‘that ae has always 
looked forward to serving the public and 
working with Romulus children. He en- 
joys seeing our students become suc- 
cessful, and celebrates many of the 
district's special occasions with students 
and staff. His child-oriented activities 
include membership in the Merriman 
PTA (of which he has been both presi- 
dent and vice-president) and service as 


ascouting coordinator forthe Boy Scouts 
and Cub Scouts troops that meet at 
Merriman School. 

Berlinn proudly points to the fact 
that he has missed only six Board of 
Education meetings in his 19+ years as 
a member. During thattime, he has held 
the offices of president, vice-president, 
treasurer, and secretary. 

The Ford Motor Company retiree is 
also available to serve on boards that 
meet during the school day, and has 
given a good deal of time to the person- 
nel, technology, and finance commit- 
tees. He has further distinguished him- 
self as the district's representative to 
the Wayne County Association of School 
Boards' Executive Committee and as a 
member of the Michigan Association of 
School Board Legislation Relations 


Network. 


Still other subjects of pride are Ber- 
linn's family members — Rosalie, his 
wife of 35 years, and daughters Denise, 
Marian, and Laurie, who attended 
Romulus schools from kindergarten 
through their graduation from high 
school.

Inter-local Group Appeals EDS Permit in Court

Wayne County and the City of Tay- 
lor have joined the City of Romulus to 
appeal a Michigan Department of Envi- 
ronmental Quality (DEQ) decision that 
granted Environmental Disposal Sys- 
tems (EDS) a permit for the construc- 
tion of a hazardous-waste treatment, 
storage, and disposal facility on Citrin 
Drive in Romulus. DEQ Director Russell 
Harding recently approved the permit 
despite a Site Review Board (SRB) 
recommendation for denial. 

"We are formally appealing their 
issuance of the permit," said Taylor 
Mayor Gregory E. Pitoniak, spokesper- 
son for the inter-local group. "We think 
[the DEQ] had a flawed process and 
had no justification for overruling the 
Site Review Board." 

But Steve Sliver, permit writer for 
the DEQ's Waste Management Divi- 
sion, told attendees at a recent public 
hearing that the DEQ set aside the SRB 


recommendation because it did not pro- 
vide a defensible basis for denial. He 
stated that the SRB's concerns have 
been addressed by integrating appro- 
priate local requirements into the permit 
and establishing other special condi- 
tions that will mitigate potentially ad- 
verse effects. 

Pitoniak and other anti-well activ- 
ists are not satisfied with Sliver's expla- 
nation. They believe that, by issuing the 
permit, the DEQ violated the Michigan 
Administrative Procedures Act and Part 
111 of the Natural Resources and Envi- 
ronmental Protection Act. 

_ “Like virtually every state statute, 
Part 111 required that the state formally 
adopt rules to implement the statute,” 
said Pitoniak, a former state represen- 
tative for Romulus and Taylor. "This 
simply did not occur. The required rules 
would have forced the state to look at 
certain issues that the DEQ just failed to 
look at. 


“We believe this makes that permit 
null and void," he added. 

Despite Pitoniak's convictions, DEQ 
spokesperson Ken Silfven believes that 
the EDS permit will be upheld in the 
Circuit Court. 

"We're extremely comfortable with 
the work that was put into our decision,” 
said Silfven. “Our staff conducted a 
thorough and professional review of the 
permit application." . 

Legal fees for the inter-local group's 
permit appeal will be paid jointly by the 
City of Romulus, the City of Taylor, and 
Wayne County. In fact, the Romulus 
City Council has already approved the 
spending of up to one-third of $25,000 
for initial costs. 

It is not yet Known when the State 
Attorney General's office will file its re- 
sponse on behalf of the DEQ. Circuit 
Court Judge Kaye Tertzag, who will 
hear the appeal, has not yet scheduled 
a hearing date. O

Ameritech Suit Opposed 
To the editor: 

A recent study — financed and pub- 
licized by Ameritech — alleges that Michi- 
gan consumers are paying $1.03 billion 
"too much" each year for long-distance 
telephone service because regulatory 
obstacles prevent competition in the 
marketplace. On behalf of its 1.5 million 
Michigan members, the American Asso- 
ciation of Retired Persons (AARP) wants 
to provide a context for these claims. 

First, Ameritech has done every- 
thing possible, including filing a lawsutt, 
to prevent possible competitors from 
opposing its dominance of the /ocal 
telephone marketplace. The rewrite of 
the Michigan Telecommunications Act 
signed into law last year would open the 
local market to competition. Italso would 
end Ameritech's $3.28-per-month end- 
user line charge arbitrarily imposed in 
this non-competitive local market. 

AARP joins Governor John Engler 
and the Michigan Public Service Com- 
mission in opposing Ameritech’'s suit. 

Second, Ameritech bases its claims 
concerning Michigan's long-distance 
market on an extrapolation of data ob- 
tained in analyzing the New York mar- 
ket. There are no data based on Michi- 
gan to support those claims. 

Clearly, Ameritech wants to enter 
the long-distance market to establish 
itself as a local and long-distance tele- 
phone monopoly, all the while singing 
the praises of the free market.

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Severe Weather Awareness Week 
(April 1-7) Promotes Safety

Severe weather and flooding 
caused considerable property damage 
in Michigan in the year 2000. Although 
the number of tornadoes was well be- 
low the annual average, numerous wind- 
storms, instances of large hail, and flood 
events made for an active severe- 
weather season last year. Unfortunately, 
injury and even death often accompany 
such storms. That's why Michigan resi- 
dents need to be prepared for the dan- 
gers of thunderstorms, tornadoes, flood- 
ing, and other severe-weather events. 

On May 9, 2000, a strong cold front 
moved across southeast Michigan. 
Thunderstorms that developed in the 
late afternoon and evening produced 
hail as large as oranges in Ypsilanti, and 
the Detroit Tigers baseball game at 
Comerica Park was interrupted by golf- 
ball-size hail. Wind damage was wide- 
spread, resulting in a trailer home being 
flipped in Blissfield and injuries to its two 
occupants. At Detroit Metropolitan Air- 
port, a Mesaba Airlines hangar was 
destroyed, with a plane inside suffering 
damage. 

Lightning was also deadly in Michi- 
gan in 2000. In southeast Michigan 
alone, 16 injuries and nearly $2 million 
in damages were attributed to lightning 
last year. 

Widespread, severe urban flooding 
that occurred in Wayne County on Sep- 
tember 11, 2000, resulted in a Presi- 
dential Disaster Declaration. The heavy 
rain from thunderstorms caused thou- 
sands of residences and other struc- 
tures to suffer flood damage. Around 
Detroit Metro Airport, numerous motor- 
ists had to be rescued from their stalled 
and stranded vehicles. Federal and state 
assistance to residents of the area has 
totaled over $160 million for this event. 
How Does Our City Prepare? 

The City of Romulus has purchased 
three new sirens, bringing the total of 
outdoor sirens to eight. These sirens 
are outdoor warning systems. They are 
tested on the first Saturday of every 
month at 1 p.m., and used whenever 
there are severe winds over 65 miles an 
hour or when a tornado has been spot- 
ted in the area. 

Romulus will also conduct override 
messages on the cable television sys- 
temin extreme emergencies. The emer- 
gency broadcast system will also pro- 
vide emergency information in extreme 
weather conditions. 

The citizens of Romulus are en- 
couraged to purchase an NOAA weather 
radio for severe-weather warnings. 
How Can Citizens Prepare? 

The following are a few sugges- 
tions for citizens to follow before, dur- 
ing, and after storms. 


Preparing Ahead 

¢ Make an itemized list of personal 
property well in advance of severe 
weather. Photograph the interior and 
exterior of your home. Store the list, 
photos, and other important docu- 
ments in a safe place. 

e Memorize the safest and fastest route 
to high ground. 

e« Assemble a disaster supply kit con- 
taining: first-aid kit, canned food and 
a can opener, emergency cooking 
equipment, bottled water, extracloth- 
ing, rubber boots and gloves, NOAA 
weather radio, battery-operated ra- 
dio, a flashlight and extra batteries, 
andalist of phone numbers of friends 
and relatives, particularly those 
people who live out of state. 

¢ Identify a shelter in your home in 
case of a tornado. Ask where the 
shelters are at your place of work. 

e Be familiar with the shut-off systems 
for gas and electric. 

During Severe Weather 

¢ Be aware of where family members 
are. If they are at work or school, 
they will follow their site's safety pro- 
cedures. Do not go to the schools. If 
you have animals outside, bringthem 
inside. 

¢ When warned about approaching 
severe weather, move all small ob- 
jects (bikes, garbage cans, etc.) in- 
doors so that they do not become 
missiles. 

¢ Monitor the skies and the weather 
reports. During lightning, do not go 
near windows. 

« Since telephone lines and metal 
pipes can conduct electricity, unplug 
unnecessary appliances. Use tele- 
phones only in an emergency. 

¢ Donotdrive over flooded roads. The 
depth of water on the roads may be 
difficult to judge, causing your ve- 
hicle to be flooded. 

¢ Keep children from playing in flood- 
waters or near culverts and storm 
drains, even after the storm. 

After the Storm 

¢ Determine the extent of any damage 
and document it for insurance pur- 
poses. 

¢ Check for electrical problems or gas 
leaks. If there are any problems, call 
Detroit Edison at 800-477-4747 or 
MichCon at 313-965-0435. 

¢ Donottouch any wires onthe ground 
or fence, and keep children and ani- 
mals away from the area. 

e Use flashlights, not torches or lan- 
terns, to examine buildings. Flam- 
mables may be inside.

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Home Values Up 11.7%, on Average

What difference does all the growth 
in Romulus mean to the average home- 
owner? According to the Wayne County 
Director of Equalization, it means that if 
your home was worth $100,000 in 1999, 
it is now worth $111,700 — an increase 
in value of $11,700, or twice that offered 
by banks for certificates on deposit. 

Of course, increased home values 
have a down side: increased tax. The 
year 2000 tax levy shows that the owner 
of that $111,700 home will pay $634 
annually in city taxes and $335 directly 
to the state for foundation grant funding 
— but it doesn't end there. 

Local school districts also levy their 
own millage.:|f you live in that part of 


Romulus served by the Romulus Com- 
munity Schools, you pay an additional 
$1,116 per year in school taxes, while 
those in the Woodhaven district pay 
$391 and those in the Wayne-Westland 
district pay $287. The chart belowshows 
the taxes that are paid by Romulus 
residents in each of the three districts. 

Of course, the good news is that, 
although there has been an increase in 
home values, your taxes will not in- 
crease any more than the current rate of 
inflation because of the Headlee Amena- 
ment. This amendment says that it 
doesn't matter how much your home's 
value has increased; your taxes can 
only increase by an amount equal to the 
amountof inflation orfive percent, which- 
ever Is lower. LI

SRB Minority Speaks 


Editor's note: The following letter 
was written to Russell Harding, Director 
of the Michigan Department of Environ- 
mental Quality, on April 14, 2000. 
Dear Mr. Harding: 

As you are aware, the Site Review 
Board (SRB) recently concluded a se- 
ries of informal public meetings to hear 
comments and testimony on the Envi- 
ronmental Disposal Systems (EDS) 
construction permit application for a 
waste treatment/deep well disposal sys- 
tem in Romulus, Michigan. 

At the last meeting of the SRB on 
March 21, 2000, a motion to deny the 
permit was introduced and the votes 
taken. This motion failed on a 4 "yea" to 
3 "nay" vote, with one abstention, and 
thus did not achieve the five votes re- 
quired for passage. Those voting against 
denial, plus the abstaining voter, ex- 
pressed concern over many of the nine 
items listed in the motion as reasons for 
denial. | | 

Those seeking denial of the permit 
concentrated the discussion on the ab- 
Staining vote (and voter) on what 
changes needed to be made to the 
motion to switch this vote to deny the 
permit. Determining that the listed rea- 
sons were the only barrier, a second 
(revised) motion was proposed, support- 
ed, and voted upon. This time, the vote 
was 5to 3 in favor of denying the permit. 
However, the correctness of the parlia- 
mentary procedure leading to the sec- 
ond motion and, thus, the meaning and 
intent ofthis vote, have been challenged. 

The undersigned are not contest- 
ing that the final vote of the SRB did 
convey the intent to deny EDS the con- 
struction permit. However, we do have 
concerns over the reasons listed in the 
Original defeated motion. We also have 
concerns over some of the parts of the 
SRB process. Several of our most seri- 
ous concerns are expressed as follows: 

1) The March 21, 2000 motion was, 
we were told, prepared by attorneys for 
the City of Romulus. The undersigned 
members, not openly opposing denial 
of a permit to EDS, were not provided 
copies of this draft motion until very 
near the March 21 meeting date when 
the motion was to be introduced. In fact, 
one of the undersigned did not receive 
a copy of the motion until a few minutes 
before the 3/21/00 meeting had opened. 
Thus, the uncommitted SRB members 
were at a great disadvantage in not 








motion in its entirety and to formulate 
thoughts and responses to the included 
reasons. 

2) We do not concur with many of 
the nine reasons listed in the 3/21/00 
meeting motion, believing them to be 
flawed in ways we can best describe as 
ranging from “insignificant” to “untrue 
distortions of the facts,” Moreover, al- 
though these concerns were presented 
in writing and as statements at the SRB 
meetings by the undersigned, they were 
given no consideration in the attorney- 
prepared motion. We believe this rep- 
resents a serious flaw in this SRB 
process. 

3) We were all concerned at the 
first public meeting of the SRB last 
October, when, during self-introductions 
of the individual Board members, sev- 
eral members openly stated that they 
would vote to deny the permit. This was 
done before any testimony or public 
comment had been offered. Moreover, 
we later learned that at least one other 
Board member held this view, although 
did not state it publicly for the record. It 
is our contention that it is improper for 
SRB members to have taken a polar- 
ized position prior to any testimony be- 
ing given and it is certainly improper to 
express this position publicly, prior to or 
early in the proceedings. 

4) The haste to close down further 
testimony and to bring a motion to deny 
the permit by some of the SRB mem- 
bers opposing the permit, plus to in- 
clude only those reasons that supported 
their position for denial, has become a 
major concern. We believe this action 
has seriously compromised this SRB 
process. 

We urge you to carefully consider 
our arguments as you review the record 
of the testimony prior to making your 
final decision on the EDS permit. We 
further request that consideration be 
given by the MDEQ to some of the more 
obvious problems with the SRB pro- 
cess we have identified in this letter, 
and that a review be done to help im- 
prove the process so that itis fair both to 
the public and to the applicant. 

Finally, we wish to acknowledge 
the very high level of professionalism 
displayed by those in the Waste Man- 
agement Division involved with the EDS 
permit, at all levels, under Jim Sygo's 
leadership. We very much appreciate 
their support and guidance through this 
sometimes trying, but always interest- 
ing process.

Romak Recall Urged

Several weeks ago, while | was ina 
local store, |observed a headline which 
read "Romak Vows Civil Disobedience 
in EDS Fight" on the front page of The 
Romulus News. |'mabusy person these 
days, but | did find time to grab the 
paper on my way out the door, and! was 
appalled at what | read. 

My question is this: How can any 
elected public official — having taken an 
oath to uphold the law —condone/incite 
civil disobedience? Ms. Romak's ac- 
tions are very unprofessional, and there- 
fore | believe that an election to recall 
Debbie Romak is in order, or she should 
be asked to immediately resign from 
her elected seat. 

How Ms. Romak was elected to 
public office is beyond me. More than 
likely, the supporters of Ms. Romak 
have the same mentality and use the 
same unethical tactics that she does. To 
incite civil disobedience over an issue is 
uncalled for and should never be toler- 
ated by concerned and law-abiding resi- 
dents of Romulus. | 

lf this community can recall, this 
behavior of inciting an uprising is not 
new with Ms. Romak and her rabble-

(Romulus Environmentalists Care About 
People). Some may remember a letter 
| once submitted to this paper in regard 
to aposter which featured flames around 
a picture of my husband, former Coun- 
cilman Jimmie C. Raspberry, along with 
words such as "burn this man," "death 
fees or legal fees?” and other Klan-ish 
rhetoric with other ethnically intimidat- 
ing drawings. This poster — which | saw 
with my own eyes and reported to the 
proper authorities — was hung in a pub- 
lic party store in downtown Romulus. 

Now, we come to this recent uproar 
over the same issue (which was the 
only issue Ms. Romak campaigned 
about when first running for election). 
My opinion ts that if Ms. Romak and the 
group called RECAP want to continue 
their fight against the well project, they 
should hire their own attorneys.

If | was unable to do so 
because of my busy schedule, then | 
had someone else help me out. | con- 
sider myself very well trained and intel- 
ligent enough to do things of this nature, 
and, really, the statement Ms. Romak 
made was an insult to my intelligence. 

Whatthis community does notseem 
to understand is that, although my hus- 
band is no longer in public office, he still 
keeps up with what's going on politically 
in this city, in our nation, and in the 





world. Noo one eshould belittle his knowl: 
edge. Politics will always be in his blood. 

As for the Sound-Off caller who 
talked of "poor Mr. Raspberry, old and 
jealous —I'llbe praying forhim"...What 
is it that my husband has to be jealous 
of? He chose to retire from public office; 
he was notrun out! Mr. Jimmie C. Rasp- 
berry has left a blazing trail in this com- 
munity for others to follow, and his in- 
tegrity has earned him recognition as 
an honorable and reputable man of the 
people. Therefore, since the caller hasn't 
noticed my husband's qualities, | will be 
praying for him/her to open his/her eyes 
to the real world and stop being jealous 
of what my husband has accomplished 
in 37 years of service to this city. 

In conclusion, I'd like all concerned 
citizens to keep these thoughts in mind: 
To express a radical verbal opinion is 
one thing, but to incite civil disobedi- 
ence is wrong.
